Parliamentary expenses... 

THE GEM PUTS MP 
MADELEINE MOON 
IN THE SPOTLIGHT 


IT was on a 
Saturday when 
Madeleine Moon 
MP asked The 
GEM to go through 
her expenses and 
report back to 
readers in the 
county borough. 

We met in a coffee 
shop in Porthcawl and 
she explained that rapid¬ 
ly-growing public 
resentment was the rea¬ 
son, and that she was 
upset that people had 
such a low opinion of 
MPs. 

At the time, she had 
not featured in The 
Telegraph’s series of 
revelations, all based on 
the leaked CD. 

I accepted the offer. 
She paid for my coffee, 
asked for the bill and the 
waitress, with impecca¬ 
ble comic timing, 
paused and said straight- 
faced “Would you like a 
receipt?” 

I laughed and so did 
Mrs Moon - although 
her laugh was a little 
more strained than mine. 
Given the events since, 
and the escalation in 
public anger, I doubt if 
she could manage even a 
faint smile now.

Dodgy Nolton 
Street parkers 
pay the penalty 


POLICE gave out 
24 fixed penalty 
notices to illegal 
parkers in Nolton 
Street, Bridgend 
over a recent week¬ 
end - in a bid to 
crack down on 
problem parking. 

Organised by PC Rea 
David, four police offi¬ 
cers from the Bridgend 
Neighbourhood Support 
Team conducted targeted 
patrols in the area, after 
drivers were persistently 
parking on double yel¬ 
low lines to visit shops 
or order takeaways. 

Ten fixed penalty 
notices were given out 
on the Friday, nine on 
Saturday and five on 
Sunday. Officers also 
educated drivers on safer 
areas to park and noted 
that the positive action 


of the patrol had 
worked, as fewer vehi¬ 
cles were parking dan¬ 
gerously along the nar¬ 
row street by Sunday.

Neighbourhood Support 
Team Sergeant Steve 
Ryan said: “Parking on 
double yellow lines can 
cause accidents and 
threatens the safety of 
pedestrians. 

“Parking is available 
in Asda for up to three 
hours and there is also 
the car park next to 
Wilkinsons. Both are 
within easy walking dis¬ 
tance of Nolton Street so 
there is no excuse for 
these offences to occur. 

“Please be aware that 
the side streets along 
Nolton Street are also 
‘Access Only’, so 
motorists should give 
due respect to residents 
and park elsewhere.”

Monday, she was in The 
Telegraph. Not for ‘flip¬ 
ping’ the designation of 
her second home, or for 
avoiding capital gains 
tax. Not for cleaning her 
moat, or for an orna¬ 
mental duck house. 

She had arranged for 
furniture to be delivered 
to her home in 
Porthcawl. Furnishing a 
second home in 
Westminster is OK, but 
not your primary resi¬ 
dence. The fact that she 
was ‘Furniture 

Parliamentarian of the 
Year’ made it irresistible 
to headline writers. 

She explained that, 
because she already had 
a large number of items 
in her Porthcawl home 
that she could use to fur¬ 
nish the London flat, she 
had sent everything in 
one go via a local 
remover. It also meant 
that she could take 
delivery in one go, 
rather than waiting in 
the flat for different 
deliveries from different 
suppliers. She told The 
GEM: “Furnishing that 
flat for a total of £4,000 
was good value.” 

The GEM can con¬ 
firm that her Additional 
Costs Allowance file 
does include a bill for 
transporting furniture 
from Porthcawl to 


London, of £599 includ¬ 
ing VAT. 

So, what did The 
GEM get to see? Mrs 
Moon left me alone to 
wander through comput¬ 
er files covering three 
areas: The Additional 
Costs Allowance 

(ACA); the Incidental 
Expenses Provision 
(IEP); and her 
Communications 
Allowance. The records 
covered the period from 
May 2005 (when she 
was elected) to February 
2008. 

These files are due to 
be released to the public 
in July, and are in the 
‘redacted’ version. That 
means that many 
addresses are blocked 
out to comply with the 
Data Protection Act. 

This means, for 
instance, that I can see 
that Mrs Moon employs 
a cleaner for her London 
flat and pays her £75 a 
month when the 
Commons are in recess, 
and £100 a month when 
it is sitting. 

I cannot see the clean¬ 
er’s name and address, 
but then I am not sure I 
need to. Something else, 
however, that is not in 
the redacted files is cor¬ 
respondence between 
Mrs Moon and the fees 
office. More seriously, I 


can’t see the address that 
Mrs Moon has designat¬ 
ed as her second home, 
and this information has 
exposed the practice of 
‘ flipping ’. However, 
The Telegraph has seen 
the un-redacted version, 
and reported that her 
London flat is her sec¬ 
ond home. 

Therefore, as an MP, 
Mrs Moon is entitled to 
claim the cost of the 
mortgage in her 
Additional Costs 
Allowance (ACA). 

So, in July, anyone 
with access to the net 
will be able to confirm 
that she has a mortgage 
of £250,000 with the 
Co-op. The first 59 pay¬ 
ments (just over £1,000) 
are at a fixed rate (5.09 
per cent), and only then 
does she transfer to a 
variable rate. Solicitors’ 
fees were £4,080 and the 
Co-op valuation and sur¬ 
vey was £425. 

The Telegraph asked 
what Mrs Moon would 
do with any eventual 
profit from the second 
home, and she replied 
that she would return 
any profits to the public 
purse. 

Having bought in 
October 2005, however, 
that may depend on how 
the property market 
recovers.

N OW you may 
think that the 
person who 
said that was a 
Brussels bureaucrat, 
or perhaps a French 
or German politician. 

You might think that 
no British politician 
would say that, and you 
might agree with UKIP 
that Britain should have 
nothing to do with the 
European Union. 

Indeed, they’ve put 
a picture of Winston 
Churchill on their 
leaflet to emphasise this 
point. 

The problem for 
those who think that the 
EU is somehow un- 
British is that it was 
Winston Churchill who 
said those words in the 
headline, in a speech 


that he gave in Zurich 
on September 19, 1946. 

It was Churchill 
who first thought of the 
idea of the European 
Union. Far from taking 
a Tittle Britain’ 
approach to the world, 
he wanted closer co¬ 
operation with the rest 
of Europe! 

There’s much wrong 
with the structure of the 
EU, from the undemoc¬ 
ratic way in which 
decisions are made, to 
some policies like the 
Common Fisheries 
Policy - which has 
allowed fishing grounds 
to be destroyed so as 
not to upset fishing 
fleets. The idea of the 
EU is still sound, 
though. 

We have better rights 


for workers because of 
the EU, as well as a 
much bigger market to 
sell into. Welsh farmers 
for example, rely on us 
being members of the 
EU to survive. 

The reason for this is 
that we export a great 
deal of meat to south¬ 
ern Europe and, being 
members of the EU, 
our farmers don’t have 
any restrictions on their 
ability to do this. 

If you look at the 
environment, it was the 
EU that forced the UK 
to improve its standards 
of drinking water and 
the cleanliness of rivers 
and beaches. Until the 
1980s, we were a noto¬ 
rious polluter. Our 
power stations caused 
acid rain that destroyed 


forests and rivers across 
Europe, and our rivers 
were so polluted that 
one of them in 
Yorkshire actually 
caught fire. It was the 
EU that made us clean 
up our act. 

Many of our manu¬ 
facturing plants rely on 
being part of a 
European operation to 
continue. For example, 
Ford Bridgend is part 
of Ford Europe, not 
Ford UK. The reality is 
that we need to be able 
to trade with the rest of 
Europe to prosper. 

Remember as well, 
that many thousands of 
UK citizens work in the 
rest of the EU. 

Unfortunately, there 
is a strong bias against 
Europe in much of our 


press, and over the 
years, people have 
learned of European 
directives about 
straightening bananas 
and the length of 
cucumbers. 

I can guarantee that 
the majority of these 
types of stories have 
been made up. Sadly, 
people will sometimes 
believe everything that 
comes from Fleet 
Street’s finest! 

We also have the 
story that somehow the 
UK puts money in and 
gets nothing back. In 
Wales’ case, though, 
we get more out of the 
EU than we put in. 

It seems to me, that 
on the issue of Europe, 
Churchill had the right 
idea.

50-metre fishing 
net is seized 
on Sker Beach 


Environment 
Agency Wales offi¬ 
cers confiscated an 
illegal fishing net 
on Sker beach in 
Porthcawl last 
Monday (May 25). 

The GEM was told 
that the net was 50 
metres long. A man 
from the Bridgend area 
has been reported for 
the offence. 

An agency 
spokesman said: “We 
will be taking action in 
line with our enforce¬ 
ment policy.” 

The agency, along 
with officers from the 
South Wales Sea 
Fisheries Committee 
and Kenfig Nature 
Reserve Rangers, 
responded to an anony¬ 
mous tip-off by a 
member of the public. 


An officer from 
Environment Agency 
Wales commented: 
“Netting is banned on 
most of the beaches in 
south Wales during the 
summer months. 

“This is to protect 
fish like salmon and 
sewin (sea trout) from 
being caught as they 
migrate to spawn in 
Welsh rivers, as well as 
other wildlife. 

“The nets could also 
pose a risk to swim¬ 
mers and surfers.” 

He added: “We want 
to thank the concerned 
member of the public 
for reporting this to us. 

“If anyone sees a 
potential illegal net, or 
a fish in distress, they 
should report it on our 
emergency hotline - 
0800 80 70 60.”

Going back to those 
three categories, the 
ACA, the IEP and the 
Communication 
Allowances, let’s look at 
them one by one. 

The Communication 
Allowance is the most 
straightforward. It was 
introduced in 2007/08 
and it enables sitting 
MPs to let their con¬ 
stituents know what they 
have been doing. 

The most common 
form of communication 
is a newsletter. 

Now these are not 
popular with candidates 
running against sitting 
MPs. Those candidates 
believe it gives the MP 
an advantage. I’m not 
entirely convinced, 
because I know a num¬ 
ber of people who start 
frothing at the mouth 
when one of these 
newsletters drops 
through their letter box. 

However, what you 
can say is that this cash 
has to be spent on com¬ 
munication expenses, 
and nothing else. An MP 
can’t divert it to any 
other use. Madeleine 
Moon believes it helps 
keep her constituents 
informed about current 
legislation and other 
important issues, and 
spent the full allowance 
in 2007/08. (In fact, she 
inadvertently overspent 
by £287, something that 
she will have to balance 
out in 2008/09. 

Incidentally, Mrs 
Moon has not spent one 
penny of this 
Communications 
Allowance with The 
GEM. 

Items relating to the 
second home tend to 
appear in the Additional 
Costs Allowance (ACA). 
The biggest item is the 
aforementioned mort¬ 
gage. Another signifi¬ 
cant item is a six-month¬ 
ly general service charge 
on her flat of £836. 
Council tax on the prop¬ 
erty is £1,187. 

However, Mrs Moon 
did up-grade her second 
home over the next three 
years. A rug (£250) was 
bought in January 2007, 
and a bedside cabinet 
(£73) and a fridge 
(£192) was bought in 
May 2007, and a chest 
of drawers (£211) in 
July 2007. In March 
2008, she replaced her 
cooker and washing 
machine at a cost of 
£805. 

In June 2006, she 
bought a combined TV 
and DVD home unit for 
£820. She also showed 
me recently-taken digital 
images on her lap top of 
her London flat - with 
the items in situ. 

Mrs Moon also claims 
for food when in 
Westminster. She claims 
nothing when the House 
is in recess, but she 
insists that her normal 
routine is to eat break¬ 
fast, lunch and an 
evening three-course 
meal there four days a 
week. She says that 


House of Commons 
meals are not as sub¬ 
sidised for MPs as peo¬ 
ple imagine. Her aver¬ 
age food claim (per 
week) is about £85. 

There are also the 
usual bills for insurance, 
gas and electricity. 

Mrs Moon’s total 
spending on the ACA 
has been as follows: 
2005/06 - £21,634; 
2006/07 - £22,110; 
2007/08 - £22,902. 

The next section, 
Incidental Expenses 
Provision, is pretty 
much as it says - 
although many of the 
items relate to office 
costs. 

The biggest item by 
far is the rent and coun¬ 
cil tax at her Bridgend 
constituency office in 
Nolton Street, which 
adds up to £7,800 per 
annum. (Mrs Moon is 
not charged any rent on 
her Westminster office). 

The stationery costs 
look quite significant, 
but then all letters from 
constituents have to be 
replied to. Also, a post¬ 
card campaign, with 
hundreds of people 
sending the same mes¬ 
sage, can add to the 
costs. 

Mrs Moon is allowed 
to take a taxi to 
Westminster from 
Paddington when she 
travels, and she can take 
one back to the station 
when she returns to her 
constituency. A taxi to or 
from her flat (a 20- 
minute walk away) is 
not claimable. 

Therefore, her average 
taxi bill of about £85 per 
month pays for eight 
trips to and from 
Paddington. 

One parliamentary 
mobile phone is claimed 
per month, at around 
£48 per month. The 
petty cash for the two 
offices in Westminster 
and in Bridgend works 
out at £3,000 over the 
year. 

There is also a pay¬ 
ment to The Western 
Mail and Echo of £1,459 
in May 2007. 

There are also, as 
would be expected with 
two offices, regular pay¬ 
ments to BT, gas and 
electricity. 

Mrs Moon’s spending 
on the IEP has been as 
follows: 2005/06 - 
£27,348; 2006/07 - 
£21,104; 2007/08 - 
£18.994. 

There is one other 
significant account 
which I was not allowed 
to see, and that is the 
staffing allowance. We 
are given access to an 
overall total, but not 
individual salaries. Over 
the three years, the 
expenses are as follows: 
2005/06 - £76,580 (four 
staff); 2006/07 - 
£81,902, 2007/08 - 
£93,206 (five staff). 

People can, and no 
doubt will, argue over 
how many staff an MP 
needs. However, Mrs 
Moon is fiercely defen¬ 
sive of them, and says 
she would pay them 


more if she could. 
Certainly, the ever- 
increasing public anger 
has had its effect on her 
staff, and the ones that I 
met looked as much 
under strain as their MP. 

When it became 
known that I was going 
to be looking through 
Mrs Moon’s expenses, I 
was surprised at some of 
the comments I 
received. One acquain¬ 
tance, in an unexpected¬ 
ly poetic turn of phrase, 
said: “The bonfire of 
public opinion has been 
lit - and you know what 
your job is...” 

So how does Mrs 
Moon feel about the cur¬ 
rent climate? She said: 

“I feel defiled. I am 
blazing angry at how my 
work is being destroyed 
by innuendo and 
unfounded allegations 
against my integrity.” 

She added that she 
was aware of a rumour 
around Porthcawl sug¬ 
gesting that she was 
having a large house 
built in Mawdlam. 

She insisted: “I have 
one home here in 
Porthcawl, and the flat 
in Westminster - and 
nothing else.” 

There are 646 MPs. 

In 2006/07, Mrs Moon 
was 251st in the expens¬ 
es league issued by 
They WorkF orYou. com. 
This list ads up all the 
various categories of 
expenses claimed by 
MPs. In 2007/08, after 
an increase in staff costs, 
and after using her 
Communications 
Allowance, she had 
drifted up to 78th. 

For comparison pur¬ 
poses, her Labour neigh¬ 
bour in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, John Smith 
(who has just announced 
that he is standing down 
for health reasons) was 
565th in the expenses 
league in 2006/07, but 
moved up to 296th in 
2007/08 (again primarily 
as a result of spending 
his Communications 
Allowance). Ogmore’s 
Huw Irranca-Davies was 
49th in the expenses 


HE May 
meeting DIS¬ 
CUSSED the 
resolutions to be 
put to the AGM in 
June. 

This year, there is 
only one resolution - an 
SOS in favour of honey 
bees, when the meeting 
will urge the 
Government to increase 
funding into bee health. 

A report on the half- 
yearly council meeting 
held on April 28 was 
given. 

It is hoped that a car 
boot sale at The Rest 
will be held on June 21.

league in 2006/07, but 
fell to 258th in 2007/08. 

Finally, in the inter¬ 
ests of balance, it takes a 
little searching to find a 
Welsh Conservative MP, 
but David Davies in 
Monmouth was a frugal 
593rd in 2006/07, but 
jumped to 99th in 
2007/08. 

The Welsh Lib-Dem 
MP who springs to mind 
most readily is, 
inevitably, Lembit Opik, 
who was 390th in 
2006/07, and 52nd in 
2007/08. 

Once again, Mr 
Davies and Mr Opik 
spent their communica¬ 
tions allowance, and this 
is clearly a factor in 
their rise up the expens¬ 
es league table. 

So, where does this 
leave Mrs Moon? Well, 
that could depend on 
that “bonfire of public 
opinion” - whether it 
burns out or carries on 
getting fiercer. 

Is she right to be 
upset at being singled 
out so early in the 
Telegraph revelations? 
Certrainly, both before 
and after her appear¬ 
ance, there have been 
some horrendous trans¬ 
gressions - transgres¬ 
sions where the MP had 
no defence to offer at 
all. How, for instance, 
did Margaret Moran 
manage to get that 
£22,000 dry rot bill 
passed? 

Gordon Brown 
recently described the 
MPs’ expenses system 
as a ‘gentlemen’s club’ 
and having read through 
the redacted expenses, I 
would have to agree. 

I think it is inevitable 
that in future, MPs’ 
accounts will be inde¬ 
pendently audited, and 
this article is not an 
audit. 

We all know by now 
that the rules were loose 
and open to various 
interpretations. 
‘Transparency’ is the 
new buzz word, and 
people will be expecting 
much more detail in 
future.

Coun Tildesley, who 
lives in North Comelly, 
chose Pyle Life Centre 
for his installation as 
mayor because it was 
the place where he 
became a councillor 
more than 40 years ago. 

He recalled: “I won a 
seat on the old Kenfig 
Parish Council in May 
1965 - and the count 
was held in Pyle Welfare 
Hall, which is now part 
of the Life Centre. 

“We held the mayor¬ 
making in the same 
room where the count 
had taken place, which 
was a nice link to the 
past.” 

Coun Tildesley and 
his family first moved to 
the area from Lancashire 
when his father was 
working for contractors 
building the Margam 
steelworks. 

“We had rented out 
our house and we 
brought a caravan here, 
staying at Cae Garw 
Farm. We were the only 
caravan there at that 
time, and we relied on 
the Joseph family for 
our water, as we were 
parked up against the 
gable end of their house. 

“I was delighted when 
David Joseph, the son of 
the family, was able to 
attend the ceremony. I 
had invited his father 
John, but he was unwell 
and had to miss it.” 

Coun Tildesley was 
14 when he arrived in 
Wales and the family 
never actually made the 
move back to Lancashire 
- settling in Comelly 
after a couple of years in 
the house where he still 
lives and where his sis¬ 
ter Audrey opened a 
hairdressing salon in the 
front room. She is now 
his consort for the year. 

Mr Tildesley was 22 
when he first became a

councillor and has been 
involved in local gov¬ 
ernment at various levels 
ever since - serving on 
the old Ogwr Borough 
Council, Cynffig 
Community Council and 
Cornelly Community 
Council as well as 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

He now sits as an 
independent, having 
been de-selected by the 
Labour Party some years 
ago, but he stood and 
swept to victory, secur¬ 
ing the largest personal 
vote of any councillor in 
the whole county bor¬ 
ough at the last three 
elections. 

Coun Tildesley ended 
up working for the same 
engineering and con¬ 
struction firm as his 
father - William Press, 
which later become 
Amec - and retired from 
there. 

He is now 65 and is 
looking forward 
immensely to his year as 
mayor. 

He is a leader of the 
Brackla Tabernacle 
Apostolic Church and 
has also been a volun¬ 


teer with the Red Cross, 
working with refugees 
and asylum seekers. 

He said that he will 
give prominence to the 
economy during his year 
and will be seeking 
every way he can to pro¬ 
mote local firms and 
create jobs in the area. 

He said: “This may 
not be the best of times, 
but there’s a job to be 
done. I will be giving 
my support to the coun¬ 
cil’s economic develop¬ 
ment unit to help sup¬ 
port existing companies 
and attract new employ¬ 
ers to the area. 

“I also feel strongly 
that we should give the 
police our full support, 
as they are keeping 
Bridgend one of the 
safest places in which to 
live in the country.” 

He has not yet 
finalised which charities 
he will support but has 
already picked one - 
Yellow Wales - which is 
based locally in Maesteg 
and helps unemployed 


and homeless young 
people. 

He is also hoping to 
make the Sandville Self 
Help Centre another 
recipient.

WHEN members of 
Porthcawl Civic 
Trust gathered for 
a coffee morning at 
the Atlantic Hotel, 
they were joined by 
guests and visitors. 

The organisation has 
been prominent in a 
number of local cam¬ 
paigns, including oppo¬ 
sition to the 
Scarweather Sands 
wind farm and other 
environmental issues. 

It also plays a lead¬ 
ing part in preserving 
the town’s buildings 
and urban heritage.

“We could ask how 
they are still consider¬ 
ing this when building 
firms are going bank¬ 
rupt, but those involved 
are those with a track 
record of involvement 


in developments in 
other seaside towns and 
they are taking the long 
view. 

“They can look 
ahead a number of 
years and see what can 
be done.” 

He said meetings 
were taking place with 
BCBC on these issues 
and Mike Mansley rep¬ 
resents the trust on the 
regeneration forum and 
keeps everyone 
informed. 

Mr Hontoir pointed 
out that the society had 
also been involved in 
moves by the council to 
upgrade the Customs 
House, which was in a 
sorry state despite being 
a listed building. 

He said that this 
building was a link with 
Porthcawl’s maritime 
past and the council had 
replaced the roof with 
one made of shingles, 
although the trust had 
since discovered that 
the original roof was 
slated. 

He added that in 
future it was to be 
hoped that a slate roof 
would be placed back 
on the building: “This 
was an important build¬ 
ing and we look for¬ 
ward to it being fully 
restored.” 

Coun Deere said she

CASH CRISIS FORCED 
CLOSURE OF BARRY 
CUSTODY SUITE - POLICE 


THE cash crisis at 
South Wales Police 
forced the closure of 
the custody suite at 
Barry Police 

Station, it has been 
revealed. 

A police spokesman 
said that the future of the 
suite was under review 
when the Police 
Authority’s precept was 
being set. 

As a result of a deci¬ 
sion to refuse Chief 
Constable Barbara 
Wilding all the money 
she requested and set a 
lower precept, the suite 
will be closed. 

The spokesman said 
that work costing up to 
£400,000 was needed to 
bring the cells at Barry 
up to acceptable stan¬ 
dards and that money 
was not available. 

He said that the police 
have no alternative but to 
move the prisoner han¬ 
dling services from Barry 
to a new 60-cell complex 
being built by police in 
Cardiff Bay, and due to 
open later this year. 

Police are confident 
that the new facility will 


offer a more sophisticat¬ 
ed, streamlined and effi¬ 
cient handling service for 
prisoners, but there are 
concerns about the time 
it will take police officers 
to take prisoners all the 
way to Cardiff. 

Llantwit Major Town 
Council heard recently 
that officers sometimes 
took two to three hours to 
take prisoners to Barry 
and get them checked in, 
and this period of time 
could lengthen as Cardiff 
is further away. 

This means that offi¬ 
cers are away from front 
line policing duties while 
transporting prisoners 
and then waiting to book 
them in before travelling 
back. 


There have been 
instances where towns 
like Llantwit have been 
left unpoliced for those 
periods. 

With the impending 
merger of the Vale and 
Bridgend divisions, some 
prisoners from the west¬ 
ern Vale, including 
Cowbridge, may be taken 
to Bridgend, instead of 
Cardiff, but the custody 
suite here is often full, 
with prisoners being 
taken to Port Talbot or, 
ironically, Barry in the 
past.

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St Athan woman’s warning 
after vicious attacks on cats 


OWNERS in St Athan are being urged to 
keep a watch on their pets, after two cats 
belonging to a local family were attacked. 

A 15-month-old cat belonging to Michelle Inch 
and her boyfriend Sean Wilkin of Mallory Close 
was crammed into a plastic bag and then swung 
against a wall. 

The terrified black and white cat, called Moo, 
was left with brain damage and was found huddled 
up against a wall by Sean on his way to work. 

The couple are linking it to an earlier attack on 
their 10-month-old tabby called Misty, who they 
found dragging herself back home in agony with a 
broken leg and severe lacerations to another leg. 
She has now had her tail amputated and may have 
to lose one of her legs as a result of the injuries. 

“We are horrified,” said Michelle, 21, who runs a 
dog grooming and pet sitting service. 

“When Misty was injured, we assumed she had 
been run over, or had an accident, but a neighbour 
witnessed the attack on Moo although he could not 
identify the culprit. This is making us think that 
somebody is out there attacking cats. 

“The police are investigating but they are still 
gathering evidence.” 

Michelle has her main salon in Barry but was 
running the pet sitting service from home. 

She said: “I have stopped that now because I 
have no idea if I am being targeted, or if it’s a gen¬ 
eral problem. 

“I am keeping both cats in. It has been very trau¬ 
matic for them and for us.” 

The couple have paid out £1,500 in vets’ bills and 
have had to use their savings. They have a one-year 
old daughter Brooke. 

Sean is from St Athan and the couple live in one 
of the old RAF houses, which they have since pur¬ 
chased. Michelle, who is qualified in pet and animal 
care, is from Barry. 

She urged anyone with information, or whose cat 


has been attacked, to contact local police. 

A police spokesman confirmed that the incidents 
had been reported to them and were under investi¬ 
gation. 

He said that anyone with information should con¬ 
tact Llantwit Major police station on 01656 869447. 

A spokesman for the RSPCA commented that 
these were “appalling incidents” and urged cat own¬ 
ers, in particular those in St Athan, to be on their 
guard. 

“It is unbelievable that people would commit 
such acts of cruelty on innocent pets. As a charity, 
we regularly prosecute those responsible for inflict¬ 
ing pain and suffering on animals. 

“In this case, police are involved and I would 
urge anyone with information about the culprits to 
contact them,” the spokesman added.

Conman ‘fleeced’ widow (75) 


A BARRY conman who 
tricked a widow out of her 
life savings has been jailed 
for three and a half years 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Kevin Strongman, 55, posed as 
a friend to 75-year-old Myra 
Walton before “systematically 
fleecing” her of nearly £20,000. 

The court heard that Mrs 
Walton has been devastated by 
the theft - and it makes her “ill, 
tearful and upset” to talk about it. 

Strongman had been known to 
her family for years and she 
believed him to be kind and gen¬ 
erous, but he hid the fact that he 
had previous convictions for 
obtaining property by deception 
and forgery. 

Mrs Walton - who was 
described as vulnerable - later 
told the police: “I never want to 
see him again.” 

Prosecutor Steve Harmes said 
Strongman had been a family 


friend for many years and Mrs 
Walton had even been on holiday 
with him and his relations. 

However, after going into a 
care home two years ago, Mrs 
Walton placed her finances in his 
hands. 

Strongman then repeatedly 
stole from her accounts - but it 
was not discovered until unpaid 
gas and electricity bills arrived at 
her care home. 

Jonathan Brierly, representing 
Strongman, said: “He is deeply 
ashamed. There is very little to 
mitigate the facts.” 

He said Strongman had finan¬ 
cial difficulties, gambled and lost 
control. 

He said he was 70 per cent dis¬ 
abled, had had 17 operations on 
his spine and took 100 prescribed 
painkillers a day. 

Mr Brierly said: “That is 
something horrific and it could 
have affected his moral sense. 

“He is a man of straw and 


wants to repay each and every 
penny.” 

Strongman, of Field View 
Road, Barry, was jailed for three 
and a half years after admitting 
theft and fraud. 

Judge David Wynn Morgan 
said he had “systematically 
fleeced” her accounts with 
Barclays, the Post Office, and 
Nationwide building society. 

The judge told him: “This sen¬ 
tence reflects the public’s disgust 
of the meanness of your offences. 

“You assumed responsibility 
for the management of her finan¬ 
cial affairs. 

“At 75, she had no close fami¬ 
ly and trusted you. 

“She now cannot look forward 
to a comfortable retirement to 
which she was entitled, and will 
become a person whom the tax¬ 
payer will have to support.” 


Rhoose woman’s ‘priority’ 
plea for needs of disabled 


A RHOOSE 
woman has called 
on the Vale 
Council to 

respond to 

requests for help 
by disabled people 
as a matter of pri¬ 
ority. 

Rhian Edwards, 
aged 28, suffers from a 
rare skin condition 
and limited mobility, 
and is helped in her 
daily routine by a 
carer. 

She told The GEM: 
“I have a cupboard 
outside my flat which 
houses my rubbish. 

“The top hinge has 
gone and when it is 
opened it comes down 
with a hell of a force. 

“Because it is so 
heavy, health and safe¬ 
ty dictates that it can't 
be opened.” 

The idea is that the 
rubbish is stored in the 
cupboard until the day 
of collection, and then 
Rhian's carer can put 
it out. 

With the cupboard 
out of action, Rhian is 
storing the rubbish in 
the hallway. 

“It is not nice 


breathing in the smell. 

“When I phoned up 
the council to help 
they didn’t seem to 
care. 

“The man on the 
phone got shirty with 
me and so did a 
woman. 

“My carer spoke to 
them and got the same 
response. 

“Last week, they 
were due to turn up on 
the Tuesday, but did¬ 
n’t come. Finally on

Friday a man came, 
but it was just to do a 
report, so I’m wonder¬ 
ing how long it will 
take to sort out.” 

So far Rhian has 
had the problem for 
three weeks. 

In 2005, Rhian’s 
partner Paul, who 
later died of a brain 
tumour, had to wait 
for an extra banister 


rail for a month when 
the couple were fright¬ 
ened he would have a 
serious fall. 

Rhian added: “I 
think there should be a 
council priority for the 
needs of disabled peo¬ 
ple.”

SEARCHING FOR THOSE 
LOST COMPUTER FILES 


KEVIN packed a 
lot into his recent 
talk; asked to speak 
on three topics, he 
managed to include 
a fourth one, giving 
rise to a longer 
evening (much 
enjoyed) and a 
report in two parts, 
of which this is the 
second. 

System Restore was 
one topic and Kevin 
made several points to 
eliminate any confusion 
about what it does. The 
operating system is busy 
working in the back¬ 
ground all the time using 
the settings that exist at 
the moment. If these set¬ 
tings are changed by, 
say, installing a new pro¬ 
gramme, then you may 
well not know what 
changes have been made 
in the background. 

If everything contin¬ 
ues to work well, you 
have no problem. 
Occasionally, however, 
things can go haywire 
and you tear out your 
hair. System Restore 
enables you to turn the 
clock back to an earlier 
time when everything 
was behaving. For this, 
you will need to have 
System Restore Points. 

A Restore Point is

automatically created 
whenever you install 
new software, or at a 
time of your choosing, 
System Restore makes a 
note of settings and 
saves them in a dated 
file. To create a System 
Restore point, click on 
the desktop and press FI 
for Help and Support 
Centre. 

Under ‘Pick a Task’ 
click on ‘Undo changes 
with System Restore’ 
and follow the instruc¬ 
tions in the dialogue box 
to say if you want to cre¬ 
ate a new one, or restore 
an existing one. The cal¬ 
endar will show in bold 
the dates for which a 
restore point exists. 

You can go back to a 
time before the problem 
arose and use a restore 
point that pre-dates the 
problem. Note that only 
system files are affected 
- no alterations will be 
made to any of your data 
files and you will not 
lose any saved edits to 
documents. 

Kevin then reviewed 
the process of finding 
files. 

Windows has a very 
powerful Search facility 
to find it. In XP it is at 
Start > Search and the 
search starts on request. 
In Vista it is at the bot¬ 
tom of the main menu 
and runs the moment 
you start typing, but you 
will have to go to the 
advanced options to 
refine the search criteria. 

Searches results are 
improved by the use of 
‘wild cards’ in the infor¬ 
mation you provide. 
There are only two. A 
question mark (?) stands 
for any single character 
at that location. An 
asterisk (*) stands for 
any number of charac¬ 
ters at that location. 


(Don’t type the brack¬ 
ets.) 

The power of the wild 
cards depends upon how 
well they are used to 
indicate what you are 
looking for. The more 
information given to 
identify the file being 
sought, the more likely it 
will be found. 

If in doubt about any 
part of the file name, use 
the wild cards and iden¬ 
tify only the characters 
about which you are 
sure. The more accurate 
and specific you can be, 
the fewer results will be 
returned among which 
will be your target. 

File names have three 
components: the file¬ 
name; a dot and an 
extension usually of 
three letters (Word 2007 
now uses four letters 
(*.docx)). The filename 
is created by you to 
identify the file to your¬ 
self. 

The extension is nor¬ 
mally supplied by the 
software and used to 
identify the type of file 
to the computer so that it 
knows which pro¬ 
gramme to use to open 
it. The essential ‘dot’ is a 
mark to separate the 
other two elements. 

If you know the exact 
filename, then you will 
get only that file togeth¬ 
er with it full location 
information. (You might 
get more if files with the 
same name are stored in 
other folders as well.) 
Other examples are: 

*.* will return every 
file. (Don’t do it - it’s 
pointless!) 

a*.* will return all 
filenames starting with 
the letter ‘a’. 

a*.doc will return a 
shorter list of Word doc¬ 
uments. 

*a.doc will return all 


Word filenames ending 
in ‘a’. 

c*s.doc will return all 
Word filenames that 
begin with ‘c’ and end 
with ‘s’. 

???d will return any 
filename where the 4th 
letter is ‘d’. 

Make the selection to 
suit your own file-nam¬ 
ing system for best 
results. Remember that 
clicking on the column 
heading in the results 
window will order the 
results in different ways 
to make scanning long 
lists easier. 

You can also choose 
to search for a word or 
phrase within the file. It 
takes longer, but picking 
a word that you know is 
in the file will help * 
such as a person, s name. 
It is also simple to nar¬ 
row the search to a 
selected drive or a sec¬ 
tion of it (such as My 
Documents) to reduce 
the time taken. 

There are other means 
of narrowing the search. 
The search can be 
refined if you have a 
rough idea of when the 
file was created. In this 
instance it is possible to 
insert dates, so that if 
you are sure it was creat¬ 
ed last October, you can 
say so.

MP’s local survey on M4 
link was 'highly selective’ 


I WARMLY welcome John 
Smith’s announcement 
that he will publish a full 
account of his maximum 
claim for MP’s ‘Additional 
Costs Allowance’ “as soon as 
practicable”. 

Such transparency is to be 
commended. However, it is not 
his personal expenses that con¬ 
cern me as much as the MP’s 
Communications Allowance. 

Mr Smith’s attempts to sway 
the decision of the Assembly’s 
Deputy First Minister over the 
route of a possible new airport 
access road (which is none of his 
concern) by the conduct of a 
highly selective ‘survey’ which 


excluded any constituents likely 
to give him an answer he didn’t 
want to hear, was an abuse of the 
democratic process. 

His claim of “overwhelming, 
93 per cent support” for a direct 
link between the M4 and his 
cherished military academy, as 
published in The GEM last 
December, arose from his use of 
public money to print and dis¬ 
tribute 14,000 survey forms 
within a Barry area judged likely 
to provide him with the results 
he wanted - while ignoring the 
majority of his constituents in 
areas actually affected by the 
decision. 

According to his office, only 


550 forms were returned, and 
while they have the nerve to tell 
us five months later that results 
are still coming in, so far a mere 
3.5 per cent of those 14,000 peo¬ 
ple surveyed have indicated any 
support whatsoever for a direct 
link road to the M4 to serve both 
the Airport and the Defence 
Academy, as he claimed. 

Mr Smith will not, of course, 
be contesting the next election. 
We trust that it will be practica¬ 
ble to examine communications 
allowance invoices before he 
steps down.

Demand soars for 
council houses 

THE number of people waiting for a 
‘council’ house in the Vale has increased 
by almost 2,000 over the past year. 

At March 31 last year, the Vale had 4,658 people 
on its social housing waiting list but in May, just 
over 13 months later, the figure has soared to 6,353. 

Figures are rising all over the country as people 
have their homes repossessed and find themselves 
needing social housing. 

There are also increases in the number of people 
being evicted from private rented accommodation 
because of financial problems and rising unemploy¬ 
ment. 

The council has also reported a slight increase in 
people classed as homeless. Last year there were 155 
cases but this year the figure stands at 163 people 
whom the council have accepted they have a perma¬ 
nent duty to re-house. 

People are often placed in bed and breakfast 
accommodation as they wait for housing to become 
available.

Welsh councils accused 
of buying Dutch daffs! 


A MAJOR Welsh business has 
criticised Welsh councils for 
failing to support it. 

The Really Welsh company, which 
was set up in 2005, grows crops in 
Llantwit Major and other sites 
throughout the Vale and further afield. 

These include daffodils, daffodil 
bulbs, leeks and cauliflowers. 

In a letter to Llantwit Major Town 
Council, Richard Arnold said that the 
firm was established with the aim of 
bringing back leek and daffodil grow¬ 
ing to Wales, and to restore its two 
iconic, national crops to the country. 


were happy to go on purchasing from 
Holland or Cornwall. 

“Some said they never plant daf¬ 
fodils - which we found the saddest 
of all.” 

Mr Arnold said that in Wales, the 
company had some of the best land 
for growing bulbs in Europe. 

“We aim to rotate the crops respon¬ 
sibly so we will not see tired land 
producing tiny bulbs, as you do from 
other regions.” 

Mr Arnold urged Llantwit Major 
Town Council to support a local

all the daffodils sold in Wales as 
flowers or bulbs came from Cornwall, 
Lincolnshire or even Holland, with 
the leeks grown in Lincolnshire and 
N ottinghamshire. 

He went on: “It’s been an uphill 
struggle, but in 2009 we’ve achieved 
record crops of both lines and we 
now need to get retailers to stock 
them.” 

He reported that they had contacted 
a number of Welsh county councils 
and local authorities, but only four 
had agreed to buy small quantities of 
daffodils. 

He said: “In short, it was a disaster. 

“Most either never replied to our 
letters and phone calls, or said they 


Help us to get Welsh daffodils 
growing again in Wales, and help 
keep flower production where it 
should be, in Wales.” 

He added that the firm donates five 
per cent of its profits to charities and 
good causes in Wales. 

The town council agreed to buy a 
25kg sack of daffodil bulbs for £20 
and get a second one free. 

The council has never purchased 
bulbs before - it usually buys flowers 
- but these will now be planted 
around the town.

A rmed

(June 27). 

The theatre group, 
Teflonstage AG, hopes 
that the Porthcawl pro¬ 
duction will raise 
money for local veter¬ 
ans. 

The show, entitled 
Lili, tells the story of 
‘Lili Marlene’ - a song 
banned by Adolf Hiter’s 
henchman, Josef 
Goebbels, which went 
on to become a world¬ 
wide hit. 

The show will be 
staged on two nights 
(June 19-20). Anthony 
Childs-Cutler, co-pro¬ 
ducer of Lili, told The 
GEM: “The response 
has been very encourag¬ 
ing, with support from 
right across the bor¬ 
ough. 

“One sponsor 
summed up support for 
this show by saying, 
‘I’m more than happy 
to do something for vet¬ 
erans after what they’ve 
done for me.’

II. 

Played in error three 
years later by German 
Forces Radio Belgrade, 
the banned song 
became such an instant 
hit with soldiers in the 
field that Field Marshal 
Rommel demanded it 
be played before sign- 
off every night. 

The singer, Lale 
Andersen, went from 
little-known cabaret 
singer to overnight sen¬ 
sation. 

Author Oscar 
Fovarges says: “The 
song portrayed every¬ 
thing that the Nazis dis¬ 
liked and everything the 


common soldier and his 
loved ones craved. The 
story of ‘Lili Marlene’ 
demonstrates that even 
the most callous leaders 
could not quell the 
common humanity of 
their citizens. 

“Soldiers, their 
sweethearts and moth¬ 
ers wrote in their mil¬ 
lions to Lale Andersen 
to express their grati¬ 
tude. Many of the let¬ 
ters were addressed 
quite simply to ‘Lili 
Marlene’, c/o Radio 
Belgrade”. 

British frontline sol¬ 
diers in North Africa 
heard the haunting tune 
and even crept up on 
enemy positions to hear 
it all the better. In the 
ebb and flow of the 
desert campaign cap¬ 
tured copies of the 
recording became valu¬ 
able items. 

When members of 
the Eighth Army sang 
the song - in German! - 
while on leave in the 
UK, members of the 
public objected, only to 
be told by the soldiers 
that this was their song, 
they’d earned it the 
hard way, and they’d 
sing any song in any 
language they pleased. 

The Dance Music 
Policy Committee was 
then called upon to to 
decide whether the 
British government 
would ban the song or 
co-opt it. There were by 
this time so many sol¬ 
diers’ versions current 
that banning it would 
have been a lost cause. 

Meanwhile back in 
Germany, the original 
singer Lale Andersen 
incurred Goebbels’ 
wrath by refusing to 
sing the song with dif¬ 
ferent lyrics for propa- 
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ganda purposes. 

She also refused to 
entertain in the Warsaw 
Ghetto and refused to 
cut links with her 
Jewish friends abroad. 
Goebbels banned her 
public performances 
and placed her under 
house arrest. 

Carmen-Litta 
Andersen, Lale 
Andersen’s daughter 
and best-selling biogra¬ 
pher of her mother, has 
sent messages of sup¬ 
port from Canada to the 
veterans of the 
Bridgend area and to 
the cast of the show. 

She said: “My moth¬ 
er always believed that 
British radio broadcasts 
saved my mother’s life. 
They claimed that my 
mother had been sent to 
a camp or committed 
suicide. Goebbels was 
then obliged to keep her 
alive.” 

Lili also recounts the 
stories of other famous 
singers of the time who 
sang English versions 
of ‘Lili Marlene’ as well 
as other hits of the peri¬ 
od. Stage portraits 
include Vera Lynn, 
Marlene Dietrich, Anne 
Shelton and Zarah 
Leander. 

However, as Anthony 
Childs-Cutler states: 
“One of these divas was 
a spy, and possibly a 
double agent. But we 
don’t want to ruin the 
suspense. If anyone 
wants to know who it is 
they should come and 
see the show.”

Bryn inspires Natalya in her 
bid to bring Cardiff Singer of 
the World title home to Wales 


W HEN soloists from 25 nations 
take to the stage in the presti¬ 
gious Cardiff Singer of the 
World competition, which starts on June 
6, flying the flag for Wales will be 
Natalya Romaniw - following in the foot¬ 
steps of her illustrious compatriot Bryn 
Terfel, in more ways than one. 

For the young Swansea student will face the 
daunting challenge straight from studies at the 
Guildhall School of Music and Drama, as did oper¬ 
atic superstar Bryn 20 years ago. 

Though he narrowly missed out on the overall 
crown in an epic vocal tussle with Russian baritone 
rival, Dmitri Hvorostovsky, the judges awarded him 
the coveted Lieder Prize (now renamed the Song 
Prize). 

The Welsh star took time out during rehearsals at 
the Royal Opera House, Covent Garden to recall 
the occasion and give Natalya some useful tips 
when facing the judges. 

He told her: “Remember that your performance 
starts the moment you walk on to that stage, so 
have a big smile on your face - and, above all, 
keep hydrated. 

“You will be doing so many rehearsals, inter¬ 
views, and then the performances. Just keep on 
drinking water; keep it in your bag and drink it 
whenever you can. 

“I had never won anything at college,” Bryn 
recalled. “But then I won the Gold Medal there! 
Cardiff Singer of the World was the first time I had 
sung with an orchestra.” 

Natalya stakes her claim for the title of BBC 
Cardiff Singer of the World at St David’s Hall on 
Wednesday, June 10. The final is at the same venue 
on Sunday, June 14. 

She is also one of those bidding for the BBC 
Cardiff Singer of the World Song Prize at the New 
Theatre, with that final taking place at St David’s 
Hall on Saturday, June 13.

G iven Ben 
Stiller’s 
predilection 
for ‘grown-up’ 
comedy in the likes 
of Tropic Thunder , 
Starsky and Hutch 
and Dodgeball , his 
recent output has 
seen move into 
more child-friendly 
waters in the likes 
of animated film 
Madagascar and its 
sequel, and Night At 
The Museum , the 
follow-up of which, 
subtitled Battle of 
the Smithsonian, is 
his latest. 

Stiller reprises his role 
as night museum guard 
Larry, who is forced to 
infiltrate the titular 
Washington museum to 
rescue the Natural 
History museum dis¬ 
plays - who have been 
moved as part of an 
overhaul of their present 
home. 

Forced to call upon 
the help of the displays 
that came to life in the 
last film, along with 
many new ones, Larry 
faces a race against time 
when one of the 
Smithsonian displays - 
the evil Egyptian prince 
Kahmunrah (Hank 
Azaria) - sets his sights 


on the tableau that 
brings the exhibits to 
life... 

As far as sequels go, 
the decision to make one 
for Night At The 
Museum seemed to be 
based on financial, 
rather than creative, rea¬ 
sons. After all, the origi¬ 
nal was a serviceable, 
undemanding film that 
offered spectacle and 
laughs for the younger 
viewer, but didn’t really 
satisfy the older cinema- 
goer. 

Given that this sequel 
appeared to be offering 
more of the same, it 
wasn’t the most highly 
anticipated of releases, 
yet remarkably, Battle of 
the Smithsonian is a 
marked improvement on 
its predecessor and 
makes for an all round 
entertaining watch. 

What makes it superi¬ 
or to the first film is the 
decision to ramp up the 
comedic aspect of the 
film and not pander to 
its younger audience. 
Certainly there are 
touches that pay mind to 
them, the inclusion of 
the Jonas brothers as 
singing cherubs for 
example, but the onus is 
on getting humour from 
the actors first and fore¬ 
most. 

Reading like a who’s- 
who of comic actors, the 


cast certainly don’t lack 
experience in comedic 
roles and deliver per¬ 
formances ranging from 
the sublime to the good. 
Ben Stiller may have to 
play more of a straight 
man than usual here, 
helping to set up the 
laughs rather than exe¬ 
cuting them, but he still 
offers a decent perform¬ 
ance. 

The script may not 
give him much to go on, 
but his chemistry with 
the rest of the cast 
means he makes a satis¬ 
factory lead, sparking 
with the likes of Owen 
Wilson, Steve Coogan 
and Robin Williams. 

The best two perform¬ 
ances come from new¬ 
comers to the Museum, 
in Amy Adams and 
Hank Azaria. The latter, 
whose vocal work on 
The Simpsons has been 
consistently top drawer, 
is to my mind a hugely 
underrated comedic per¬ 
former, and he shows 
here just how good he is, 
tucking into the role of 
Kahmunrah with zealous 
relish. 

Playing for laughs 
rather than any real vil¬ 
lainy, he takes great 
delight in playing the 
bad guy as a pantomime 
villain, his lisping voice 
and demand to be taken 
seriously adding to the 


comedy. 

As Amelia Earhart, 
Amy Adams is the equal 
of Azaria’s performance, 
delivering a turn that is 
full of verve and spark, 
while never overplaying 
it. The skilled actress 
fills her performance 
with sassy dialogue and 
‘have-a-go’ spirit that 
adds life to the film. 

Sparking nicely with 
Stiller, it is her lively 
performance, along with 
Azaria’s, that really 
highights the difference 
between this film and 
the last one; the same 
spectacle, but allied with 
genuinely funny per¬ 
formances and touches. 

The script, by Robert 
Ben Garant and Thomas 
Lennon, also addresses 
that issue, swapping the 
heist-like story in the 
first film for a more 
straightforward rescue 
mission - albeit with a 
difference - that is much 
more satisfying. 

By concentrating on 
the characters that 
worked in the original, 
and casting those that 
didn’t to the background 
(farewell Attila the 
Hun), they work up 
something that increases 
the enjoyment and gets 
rid of the deadwood. 

The third act moralis¬ 
ing may feel a touch 
tacked on, but then 


given the target audi¬ 
ence, it is merely a nec¬ 
essary evil rather than 
there for the sake of it. 

Having directed the 
interminable likes of 
Cheaper By The Dozen, 
Just Married and The 
Pink Panther, Shawn 
Levy’s directorial abili¬ 
ties come under a high 
level of scrutiny, and he 
offers up little here that 
will see his stock rise 
upwards. While he 
doesn’t disgrace himself 
to the level of those pre¬ 
viously mentioned films, 
there is little in his direc¬ 
tion that really stands 
out. 

The film is well shot 
and the few moments of 
action are assembled 
with almost cookie cut¬ 
ter precision, yet Levy 
seems happy enough to 
rely on the abilities of 
his cast rather than 
attempt to imbue the 
film with any personali¬ 
ty, the result being a 
decently directed film 
rather than a great one; 
however, the strong cast 
see it through, delivering

The French-bred Misamon , who was winning for 
the third time this season, is owned by The Supreme 
Racing Club, headed by west Wales National Hunt 
trainer Dai Rees, and trained by Kristal Harris. 

ManorMouse is owned by Adrian Simpson, who 
thinks a lot of this six-year-old bay gelding by Luso. 
Prominent throughout, ManorMouse drew clear three 
fences from home to win by five lengths from 
Treasured Coin.

AFTER dry days for 
both the Senior Cup 
Final and the Senior 
championships, the 
elements changed for 
the Cardiff & the Vale 
Schools’ third fixture 
of the summer pro¬ 
gramme - the Middle 
championships for 
pupils in years 10 and 
11 - at the new 
Leckwith stadium. 

The temperature 
dropped, the unhelpful

Thankfully, a change 
in the company dealing 
with that event has made 
things easier, and it is 
encouraging to both the 
athletes and the schools’ 
associations to see that 
these times rank the 
pupils at the top of the 
Welsh rankings. 

Those performances 
also suggest that the 
Cardiff & the Vale 
Middle boys relay team 
could have a chance of 
victory in the 4 x 100 
metres on July 4 - but to 
achieve that all the boys 
will need to stay to the 
end of the meeting this 
year! 

Earlier in the day, 
James Wiltshire had 
eased through his heat of 
the 400 metres to qualify 
for the final, but then 
showed his power to 
storm to an encouraging 
victory in 53.3 seconds. 

Boys from Cowbridge 
claimed three titles. In 
the 800 metres, the boys 
had to run heat and final, 
a new experience for 
some of them, and it was 
year-11 Rhys Allin who 
came away with a win, 
but in a slow time. 

Sam Bunkham took 
the triple jump with a 
best of 12.03 metres, 
while in a shot competi¬ 
tion that produced a 
number of surprises, it 
was Reuben Tucker who 
beat both the winner of 
the recent Senior Cup 
Final, Daniel Clarke (St 
Cyres), and the two Vale 
year-10 athletes, who 
have dominated the 
under-15 championships 
for the last two summers 
- Ben Harding (St 
Cyres) and Mathew 
Daniel (Llantwit). 

The experienced Scott 
Hewins (Llantwit) 
claimed a win in a 
respectable javelin com¬ 
petition with a best
